Not Far Enough Advanced to Cause Troable
for American Planters.

Few Candidates for the Presie
dency Kept Their Fame
After Failure,

BOTH BLAINE AND TILDEN

Displayed the Greatest Coolness After
the Btory of the Ballot.

CLEVELAND AND CONELING IN LAW

The politicians and stateamen who have
been unsuccessful candidates for the Presi-
dency illustrate the brevity of politieal
repute. Buach of them as are remembered
owe the fact that they are not forgotten
either to peculiar personality or to careers
which were so dramatic and brilliant as to
have made impress upon the times suf-
ficiently great to become traditionary. It is
not likely that many persons conld tell off
band who the rival eandidates wers from
the time of the inauguration of George
‘Washingion up to 1840—that is, those can-
didates who were defeated. Yet a most in-
teresting and instroetive lesson can be
learned by the stundy of the subsequent
careers of the disappointed and defeated
Therein are contained stories of polities
which are in themselves fascinating parra-
tives, and by them are also suggested hints
that may be valusble to the aspiring young
politicisa of the present day.

The two men who came nearest to the
Presidency without reaching it were Aaron
Burr and Samunel J. Tilden, the one a Fed-
eralist, the other a Demoerat of the Jeffer-
sonian stamp. Bnt Burr is better known
as the politician who slew Alexander Ham-
ilton in a doel than & man who received &
vots for the Presidency whieh tied thad
which Jefferson obtained, thereby throwing
the electien into the Hounse of Eepresenta-
tives, and compelling & change in the Con-
stitntion altering the msoner of chosing
Presidenfh ana Viee Presidents

The Blennerhassett Conspirney.

Burr became Vies President with Jeffar-
son, and it is known 10 8 general way that
after his duel with Hamilton he was engaged
in an afleged conspirsey with Blennerhas.
sett to create a great empire in the South-
west, of which he should be monareb, and
that by was arrested and indicted for trea-
son, but never sucoessfully prosecated. I
is also known that he practiced law in New
York and died a#such an extreme old age
that men are now living who knew him aad
conversed with him, sad it is only recentl
that his law partner died in New X
City.

He told Mr. Seward that Washington was s
man of small talent, who was completely
under the influence of Hamilton, sad that
Hamilton was his ite. He started to
tell Mr. Seward about the duel with Hamile
toa, but she conversation was interrupted.

Heo Became an Ishmaesfite.

Mr. Seward gave it as his opinion thas
Burr’s nature was ehanged, not only by his
digappointment over his failurs to securs
the Bﬂnidﬂmy when he was matched evenly
in the Electoral College with Jefferson, bus
that his entire dl.rgo,-‘hion had been changed
by his belief that he had been treacherously
trested by Hamilton snd other Federalists,

*It is the only case in oor history," said
Mr. Beward, *“where the failare to obtsin
the Presidency caused s man to become an
Ishmaelite, and it is my opinion that if
Burr had been eleeted President he wounld
have revesled only those brilliant powers
which made him of such great influence dur-
inﬁmd immediately after the Bevolut
and that his heart wounld have beea
instead of hardened as it was.”

After some conversation Burr retired sad
then Governor Lewis said: “Tam glad you
did not introdues us; it would not have
been pleasant, becanse I have not spokea to
the reptile for 25 years.™

Aaron Barr's Infamy of Heart,

thew I. Davis, and him Burr made
literary excentor. ‘The infamy of heart
which Burr had grown to be le was
made manifest in his dying instructions te

Mr. Davis, and it is pro unprece-
dented that & man who has 50
